Only seven bodies have been recov­ 
ered. 
At least twenty-five others are 
missing. 
The. firemen continue to pour w ater 
on 
th e ruins of th e building from 
tw elve nozzles and the full ex tent of 
the tragedy will n ot be revealed until 
the fire is out and th e w ater is p um p­ 
ed from the blackened pit. 
Seventeen 
persons 
who were 
in­ 
jured in the fire a re under treatm en t 
at public and private hospitals. 
Much difficulty w as experienced in 
try in g to identify th e recovered bodies 
of th e dead and som e bodies were 
identified under tw o or th ree different 
nam es. 


Origin of Fire a Mystery. 


T h e cause of the fire is still a m y s­ 
tery. 
R eports th a t th e blaze was ac­ 
com panied by a terrific explosion, in­ 
dicating th at the fire was due to ef­ 
forts of bank robbers trying to d y n a ­ 
m ite th e B oatm en's bank, were u n ­ 
confirmed. 
R eports of explosions were denied by 
th e nig ht w atchm an of th e bank, who 
tu rned in the first ala rm of fire, and 
the explanation w as given th a t the 
rep o rts heard by the a ssistan t fire 
chief m ight have been due to the 
falling of the elevators when their ca 
blea broke. 
It was also reported the 
bu rsting of a gas pipe in the kitchen 
on the third floor was the cause of the 
conflagration.

Fierce Conflict Occurs in Hall 


at Glasgow. 


Glasgow, March IO.— Mrs. Em m eline 
P an kh urst, leader of the m ilitant su f­ 
fragettes, w as arrested at a suffra 
gette m eeting in 
St. A ndrew ’s hall 
after a fierce fight with the police, in 
which a score of women were hurt 
and several constables badly bruised. 
Mrs. P an k h u rst had ju s t declared 
th a t women had as am ple justifica­ 
tion for fighting for the rights today 
as m en ever had in the history of the 
world, when a large force of police 
dashed Into the hall with th eir clubs 
draw n. 
In anticipation of trouble the 
suffragettes had stretche d a netw ork 
of barbed wire across th e platform. 
The w ire 
was concealed 
by 
Horal 
decorations 
and 
proved 
efficacious, 
with th e aid of m asculine supporters 
of the suffragettes, using flower pots, 
chairs and anything they could lay 
their h ands on as missiles, in holding 
back th e officers for a few minutes. 
Finally, when the police storm ed 
the platform, a num ber of women pro­ 
duced clubs from u nder th eir cloaks 
and used them vigorously ag ain st the 
attack in g party. 
In the m idst of tho 
fighting several blank cartridge pis­ 
tols w ere fired and m iniature bombs 
exploded. 
Frightened by th e detona 
tions m any women fainted. 
T he police seized 
Mrs. 
P an kh urst 
and dragged her off th e platform and 
through the hall to th e street. 
Here 
an unsuccessful effort was m ade to 
rescue her as the police forced lier 
into a taxicab and drove aw ay to the 
police station.
